2. Land Use Inventory 
 
Mike Zuba, Milone & MacBroom, discussed revisions made per OPDS 

Staff including Paintball and Driving Ranges being classified as commercial 
properties.  Land use mapping for Stonington has been obtained but is not 
available for Ledyard. 

 
3. Historical / Cultural 

 
Ali Church, Milone & MacBroom, discussed areas of significance in 

Groton.  She discussed village zoning, local districts, certified local government 
and national districts and the national register.  She discussed local historic 
district statistics.   

 
4. Transportation 

 
Mr. Zuba discussed Groton’s public road network, functional 

classification of roads, average daily traffic volumes including average daily 
traffic figures throughout Groton.  He discussed traffic accidents and congestion 
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which included the Suggested List of Surveillance Study Sites (SLOSSS).  He 
briefly touched on bus service in Groton.  At the request of the Committee, Mr. 
Zuba will gather ridership information.  The Consultants have begun review on 
the Groton-New London Airport.  Lastly, he discussed non-motorized networks 
throughout Groton which includes bikeways, multi-use trails, greenways and 
recreation trails.
